The Voyager Broadcast project was the hope and dream of many. Financed by 
a man of God, Brother stair of the Overcomer Ministry, the station was to be an 
outlet for religious programming and the right of free speech. 

The Voyager ship was a converted fishing trawler 140 feet long by 30 feet 
wide. She was planned to be fitted out with four shortwave transmitters, and was 
In the process of repair and restoration in Charleston harbor South Carolina. 

The ship was to set sail In early February for southern waters where she was 
to broadcast from a safe anchorage In Belize territory. (The Country of Belize Is 
located on the Yucatan, peninsula In central America about 600 miles south of the 
United States.) It was not to be so. On January 19, 1994 at 8:30 AM EST, The 
Federal Communications Commission aided by U.S. Federal marshals and the U.S. 
Coast Guard, sized the M.v. FURY and almost Immediately began to debowel her of 
all her radio equipment. 

One day later It was all gone. Transmitters, tubes, parts, test equipment, 
personal stereos, transformers, cable, Insulators, tape recorders, CD's, antennas, 
towers, cassette machines, all the stuff that make up a radio station— gone! No 
arrests, no hearings, nothing! The reason? The FCC claims to have Identified 
transrr ssions from 12:10 AM EST to 3:21 AM EST on January 14, 1994 which they 
claim were pinpointed to the location of the ship. I was on board the vessel at the 
time an I observed no such transmissions between those times and none were 
technically possible with the existing equipment. 

the engineer, I advised the owners of the ship to secure all legal registry and 
ships radio licenses. This was done; I insured everything was to be done by the 
book. The FURY was issued a ship registration and radio station license that 
would make It entirely legal to broadcast once the vessel arrived In Belize 



At Charleston tartar no trosacasts came out of the FURY while I was on duty. 
In fact only two of her four transmitters were partially restored. Of these two only 
one could be applied primary flliment power. None of the transmitters were ready 
to broadcast— period! Furthermore there was no available source of transmitter 

Both tr urn tatter ; = -e-ators were down for final Installation and repairs. The 
main generato- was inoperative due to a fuel leak and the backup generator had a 
burned out regulator. 

So the question remains, why was an entirely legal radio station destroyed 
without a hearing and due process? What is going on here? Does the FCC possess 
such fear that they will disregard all assemblage of personal rights, International 
law, and due p>-ccess? 

As a radio engineer it pains me to see such wanton destruction of personal 
property for no reason. The Overcomer Ministry had Invested large sums of money 
and time to make this floating radio ship of GOD and freedom a reality. All to be 
destroyed because someone In Washington D.C. apparently doesn't like Brother Stair 

Dear reader, I think now Is the time to take a "hard look" at the Federal 
Communications Commission and their policies of total disregard of law and due 
process: especially the so called seizure laws In which they legally "steal" personal 
property.

STRANGE NEWS AT RADIO PATR1A LIBRE 

A combination of unusual events has spiced up the situation at Radio Patria Libre. This station is the 
clandestine voice of the Camilist Union of the Army of National Liberation in Colombia, using the 
Spanish language initials ELN. Last month we mentioned that the ELN was apparently not part of 
a recent settlement between the government of Colombia and some rebel groups. Since then, there 
have been some curious developments. 



The April 29 edition of WBI from the BBC Monitoring Service (via Monitoring Times) discussed 
an extremely interesting turn of events at Radio Patria Libre. BBCMS says that they heard an 
announcement at 1730 UTC on April 19 via Inlravision TV Cadena Uno in Santa Fe de Bogota, 
Colombia. The station reported that, "Colombian military forces have seized a large part of the 
equipment of Radio Patria Libre." The BBCMS report goes on to say that, "The station was located 
in the upper part of the San Lucas mountain range and covered the departments of Bolivar, 
Antioquia, Santander, Cesar and Cordoba." Subsequent to this reported, buts, BBCMS "failed to find 
any trace of Radio Patria Libre" over 49 meter frequencies such as 6260v and 6530v kHz. As we 
mentioned last month, hobby bulletin logs of Patria Libre have been relatively scarce lately, so this 
bust could provide an explanation. 

However, we now have evidence that Patria Libre is still with us. ACE member Bud Stacey of 



Patria Libre on 15050 kHz around 21 17 on May 14. I cl 
log of Radio Patria Libre on 15050 kHz in USB from 2127-2144* UTC on May 14. The usual 
programming format was there, including OM/YL anti-Colombian government talks with short 
instrumental music and folk song musical bridges. After one verse of the station's usual anthem by 
a male chorus, the station signed off rather quickly. ACE member and PopComm clandestine expert 
Gerry Dexter of Wisconsin reports that he couldn't hear this broadcast very well, although there 
seemed to be traces of audio present. This is strange, since die show was coming in reasonably well 
in Alabama and Ohio. 



These facts are obviously somewhat contradictory. It could be that the Colombian army seized the 
41 meter transmitter of Patria Libre. The definite log on 15050 kHz is a different story. There are 
some possible explanations. Patria Libre could have acquired a replacement transmitter following the 
raid. On the other hand, it is very possible that the 19 meter transmitter has always been located at 
a different QTH from the 49 meter equipment. In fact, it is possible that the 19 meter transmitter is 
not even located in Colombia, although we have no evidence on this. We have speculated in this 
column before that it was strange that Patria Libre was using 15050, since the signal would certainly 
skip over much of their target area in Colombia. Gerry Dexter reminds us that Uiere has been some 
speculation that the 19 meter transmitter might be an "international service" of the station. Following 
the bust, die ELN would have a great incentive to make it clear that Patria Libre was still in business. 
Whatever their motives, the May 14 logs prove that die station is not defunct. 

Both Gerry and I agree that we would very much like to get an address for Patria Libre or the ELN. 
The recent turmoil could indicate that this station's future is tnurky. bu, nobody has ever gotten . 
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QSL from the station. In case Patria Libre disappears, (he urgency of a good address is increasing. 
Does anybody have any ideas? Remember, I still offer a free one year ACE subscription to the first 
person who sends in a valid address for Radio 1 'atria Libre. 



RFP1 COMMENTARY BY SCHMEHL AND SPREMQ 

Last month we discussed a new show on Radio for Peace International in Costa Rica, "The Far-Right 
Radio Review." It covers right wing English language clandestine and semi-clandestines (hat buy 
time on licensed USA shortwave broadcasters. ACE member Michael Schmehl has some comments. 
I don't want to lose the context or flavor of his remarks, so 1 will quote them: 

"It was amusing to read that RFPI is concerned about "far right radio programs." especially when 
some of RFPrs programming is viewed as "far left" by many peoplel Contrary to RFPI and others 
left of center, views such as radical feminism, marxism, socialism, promotion of homosexuality, e(c. 
are no more centrist than the ridiculous views attributed to the far-right. Wake up to reality RFPI I" 

We must have touched a nerve last month with the RFPI story, since ACE member Alfred Spremo 
also wrote in. He actually listened to the "Far Right Radio Review" show, although he did not list 
the lime or frequency mat he beard it With any luck. Alfred will write back in with thai information. 
In the mean time, here is his review of the show: 



"When I first heard the snow I was expecting an intelligent piece of investigative journalism on (he 
subject at hand, but it quickly turned out to be a puerile bout of name calling at best. Granted, RFPI 
has a political agenda inimical to the programs at hand (and I was certainly expecting a slant in thai 
direction), but the rampant use of derogatory adjectives reminiscent of the old Radio Moscow coupled 
with the lack of any history of the people and their associations or refutations of their claims, made 
me feel that I just wasted a half hour or so of my life listening to a piece of propaganda. That's loo 
bad, as it could have been a good counterweight to ihe programs they wish to attack. Hopefully, 
RFPI will find a more objective group of hosts for this program. If not, I will take (his (o mean (hat 
(he in(en( of this show is blatant socialist propaganda against anyone arrogant enough to disagree 
with their views."

PRQVANCE CLANDESTINE OSL'S 

We have good news this month from longtime ACE member and ACE QSL scoreboard leader Terry 
Provance of Ohio. Central Ohio mailmen are threatening to file for workman's comp. given the bad 
back that (hey have gotten from carrying bales of QSL's to Terry's mailbox. Two recent arrivals are 
from clandestine stations. First, Terry bagged a good one from Radio Dniester International. He says 
lhat this one uses Ihe facilities of Radio Moscow International transmitters in Moldova, in the area 
that is claimed by the "Moldavian Republic of Pridneslrovie." Terry says that this is not to be 
confused with Moldova proper. Since most countries have not recognized this political claim, Terry 
says, "I presume this can be considered a Clandestine station. Am 1 right?" Your comments are 
e. Terry's verie is a full data plain sheet with (he station stamp, provided by v/s A. Kumar. 



Terry's second clandestine QSL came from la Voi de la Alpha 66. He got the original Alpha 66 card 
from back in Ihe pre-FCC bust days when they used their own mobile Florida transmitter; he did not 
get (he typical WRMI card signed by Jeff White. The card was dale only, and Terry does not mention 
a verie signer. He says thai this QSL came after numerous follow-ups over a period of years via Ihe 
AJpha 66 Miami address. None of these reports worked, so he finally sent $5.00 to Jeff While, and 
then he "got down on my knees and begged I" This novel but humble approach seems lo have 
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Terry remarks on his still unsuccessful efforts to verify the Tampa Ex-Presos clandestine that was 
busted by the FCC. They were using Wellsville with four stamps return postage for a while, and I 
actually verified them with a FTC a couple of years ago. But, my sources indicate that this method 
probably doesn't work any more. It is my understanding that Ex-Presos Politico Cubanos is now 
buying time on licensed USA commercial stations, just like dozens of its fellow anti-Castro 
clandes tines. 

TROL OF USA AIRWAVES 

is scheduled to be a guest on Wisconsin Public Radio's 
"Media Watch" program on April 24. The topic of discussion was to be pirate radio. At the last 
minute, this show was preempted by special coverage of the death of former President Richard 
Nixon. However, it was rescheduled on May 8 with host Dave Bergman. We had a lively discussion 
with a large number of callers from Wisconsin and adjacent states, a couple of which were obviously 
ACE members. 



Dave centered part of our discussion around the issue of who controls the airwaves. As you know, 
one of the main forces creating pirate radio and clandestine radio stations is inadequate access to 
broadcast media by the general public. The government of Colombia does not want to hear shows 
from the ELN, so the ELN created Radio Palria Libre. Genghis Huxley has not been able to raise 
sufficient funding to purchase a commercial radio station in a major USA market, so he operates the 
Voice of Laryngitis (as the best damn radio station you'll ever hear) as an unlicensed pirate. Dave 
Bergman and some of his callers bemoaned this situation. Anybody can start a newspaper, magazine, 
or similar print media, but access to broadcast airwaves is restricted by FCC regulations to rich 
corporate entities that can afford to purchase licenses to operate on the MW or FM bands. 

A very interesting column on this issue ran in the May 7 edition of the Cleveland Plain Dealer. It 
was by Jeff Solomon and Norman Cohen, who "write on media-related issues for Creators 
Syndicate." It is likely that this opinion column ran in plenty of other newspapers in early May. 
Solomon and Cohen relate some interesting but often overlooked facts about the political process that 
resulted in the passage of the Communications Act of 1934 by Congress. 

They recall an interesting "Washington Merry Go-Round" column by Drew Pearson and Robert S. 
Allen that ran on November 30, 1933. Pearson and Allen said that, "A secret move is on foot to 
perpetuate the present monopoly which the big broadcasting companies have on the choice (radio) 
wavelengths." With backing from "the Roosevelt administration and allies on Capitol Hill," the 1934 
act to institutionalize the FCC was passed. Solomon and Cohen say that "The act stands as a 
monument to corporate power in U.S. broadcasting- and as a tombstone for democratic use of the 



Most people have forgotten that there was a fight in the US Senate over the passage of this Act An 
amendment, sponsored by Senators Wagner and Hatfield, would have "set aside 25% of radio 
frequencies for nonprofit broadcasters." Solomon and Cohen characterize this amendment as "a last- 
ditch effort to head off radio monopolization." It was "a grassroots campaign sparked by church and 
labor activists." Solomon and Cohen say that a fierce lobbying counterattack emanated from the 
commercial broadcasters, '[he Wagner-Hatfield amendment was defeated in the Senate by a vote of 
42-23. The rest is history. The extent of noncommercial broadcasting in the USA today is pretty 
small. Aside from local college stations, the NPR network, and a few local community broadcasters, 
access to the radio airwaves by the general public is severely restricted. The whole current situation 
with FCC regulation of broadcasting came largely from a political debate that was won by large 
commercial interests. At least in May, there was some rekindling of this public debate. 

LOPER'S PUBLICATIONS ON MERCENARIES 

In the April issue of The ACE I briefly mentioned some publications about mercenaries from I^rry 
D. Loper at Havoc Press. The topic clearly has some relevance to clandestine DX-ing. Since he 
mentions ACE as an information resource in "So You Want to Be a Mercenary," This 19 page 
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pamphlet is an interesting introduction to the field of mercenaries. It includes a country by country 
review of world trouble spots, a bibliography of relevant references, and some helpful hints for 
persons who want to become a mercenary. On page IS he has a section on clandestine radio, 
including the ACE address. Loper offers other publications, including "American law and the 
Mercenary" by himself, and some other out of print books that discuss exploits of mercenaries in 
particular countries. Information on these publications is available for a SASE from Larry Loper, 
Havoc Press, Post Office Box 542. Sugar Land, Texas 77478. 

In the clandestine section of his book, Larry reminds us that the Danish Shortwave Club still 
publishes its useful "Clandestine Stations List." The list is available for seven IRCs from DSWCI, 
Tableager 31. DK-2670. Greve. Denmark. 

POPCQMM CONVENTION CANCELLED 

We have some bad news this month. I got a tip from an ACE source in a position to know, who said 
that the 1994 Popular Communications convention in Virginia Beach has been cancelled. This was 
subsequently confirmed by a different ACE source who is also in a position to know. I was actually 
thinking of attending the event this year, so maybe this is why they cancelled it The October 
Monitoring Times convention is still scheduled, so the fall shortwave radio convention scene has 
shrunk from two to one.

DIGITAL COMFOCUS SOFTWAVE RECEIVER 

A new receiver has caught my eye, and it is novel enough that we need to take a look at it The June 
issues of both Popular Communications and Monitoring Times contain product description articles 
for the new ComFocus "SoftWave" receiver. On paper, this rig looks like a cross between the McKay 
Dymek DR-333 and the WaUcins Johnson HF-1000. Like the McKay Dymek, the receiver comes as 
only a box with no knobs or controls. All of the operating software is computer controlled via your 
home PC. Like the WJ, the IF of the SoftWave is digital. This permits 46 IF filters with bandwidths 
between 56 Hz and 11 kHz. The rig tunes HF and VHP between 108-174 mHz. The noise blanker, 
squelch. AOC. and audio are all digitally processed. The receiver contains a spectrum analyzer like 
the ICOM R-9000. It can automatically tune WWV to set your home PCs clock. Among its software 
features is a world map that indicates SWBC transmitter QTH's, along with current received signal 
strengths, before you actually tune in a station. A demodulator automatically decodes Morse code 
transmissions. All of this runs in Windows, supporting a station program schedule database. Ihcy 
claim performance specs that look roughly comparable to a Kenwood 5000. Obviously, this is an 
extremely innovative receiver that deserves our attention. 

So. I talked with personnel at two major national shortwave retailers. I got somewhat contradictory 
information, but here is what seems definite. The SoftWave was demonstrated at this year's Dayton 
Hamfest. ComFocus has distributed several demo disks, but I have found nobody who actually has 
seen a working receiver, even at Dayton. Hence, so far it seems like the receiver does not yet exist. 
Some suspect it may go the way of the Grove receiver that never materialized, while others are more 
optimistic. The list price is under $1,500, but apparently you can't buy one, since they are not yet 
available. It remains to be seen if they ever will be available, and if so, whether the receiver performs 
as well as the public relations copy implies. If anybody finds out anything on this rig, let us know.
